REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Stoneham: 


The annual report of the Trustees of the Public Library is here- 
with presented :— 


The circulation for 1928 increased 4000 over the previous year. 
This increase places a strain upon the resources of the library unless 
its appropriation is adequately enlarged. 

It has been deemed necessary to employ, temporarily, another 
full-time trained person who will have particular supervision of the 
work with children. This is to be tried and if results warrant, it 
will be made a permanent position for 10 months of the year—that is, 
throughout the school year. 

An oil painting of Lindbergh by Walter Houston of the High 
School has been presented to the library and hung over the main 
charging desk. 

During the year the following repairs were made on the library 
building—tthe outside doors refinished, window frames and sashes 
painted and ceilings washed and calcimined. 

In November Children’s Book Week was observed with an attrac- 
tive exhibition of recent children’s books. This yearly display is 
well worth the attention of the townspeople. 

A collection of pictures, mostly historical, has been started for 
use in the schools and at the library. There has been already some 
call for them in the schools. 

A series of book puzzles have been posted on the bulletin board 
in the children’s room and have created quite a little interest. 

The trustees wish to express appreciation of the work accomp- 
lished by the librarian and assistants.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Stoneham Public Library: 


I submit the Librarian’s report for the year ending December 


31, 1928. 


The past year has been a busy year in the Public Library 
having had an increase of 4,340 in circulation over the preceding 
year. The circulation has nearly doubled during the last eight 
years and work has increased in all the other departments. 


BOOKS ADDED TO THE PUBLIC LIBRARY IN 1928 


There have been 844 new books added to the Public Library 
in 1928 by purchase or gift.
